One hundred years ago this month, 
Dudley Page opened his candy store at 16 
Merrimack Street in Lowell. Dudley had 
been operating the D. L. Page Company 
since 1866 which had several different 
locations in downtown Lowell through the 
years. This new store was his biggest yet 
and, at 68 years of age, he did not plan to 
move again. 

He celebrated his new location by 
installing a large, fancy clock on 


the sidewalk outside his store. 
Forever after, the clock was known 
as Page’s Clock. It still stands today. 

Dudley Page was born in 
New London, New Hampshire on 
October 20, 1845. When he was 
six years old, his family moved to 
Billerica, Massachusetts. Shortly 
after the outbreak of the American 
Civil War, Dudley enlisted in the 
Union Army at age 17.

The Affordable Care Act set forth 
universal standars of health insurance 
coverage for all people in the U.S. 
Despite the fact that more than 98 percent 
of people in Massachusetts are insured 
in one form or another, hundred thousands 
of Massachusetts's residents are unin- 
sured according to the Massachusetts 
Health Insurance Survey in 2010. 
Particularly, a great number of 
Lowell’s residents do not enroll in the 
health insurance or are not aware of 
many benefits brought in by the 
national health reform. Given these 
issues, the Health Care for All, a con- 
sumer advocate organization, collaborates 
with 10 local nonprofits, business 
associations and community-based 
organizations to disseminate information 
about benefits of the new health care 
law to 40,000 residents of Massachusetts. 
Among those 10 organizations, the 
Cambodian Mutual Assistance Association 


(CMAA) in the Greater Lowell also 
partners to partake in this endeavor to 
spread out information about benefits 
of the new health care law to residents 
of Lowell.

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Speaking two weeks after crushing 
opposition party demonstrations demanding 
his resignation, Prime Minister Hun Sen 
on Saturday called on supporters of his 
ruling CPP to prepare to stand up against 
any group aiming to overthrow his gov- 
eminent. 

"All of you who voted for the CPP, 
be ready to oppose all acts that lack 
responsibility and have the characteristics 
of a coup," Mr Hun Sen said during a cer- 
emony marking the opening of an otphanage 
in Kratie province. 

"Having the intention to overthrow 
[my government] cannot be accepted," he 
said, adding that anybody who wished to 


some people said that if the CPP comes out, 
there will not be so many people -like a 
handful of monkeys," he said. 

"Do you want to know or try a taste? 
" the prime minister asked, 

"If Hun Sen comes out to do something, 
it's not going to be small," he said, "Action 
will be taken when it's time to do it, so be 
clear about that. That's not a threat, it's the 
implementation of the law." 

On January 4, Mr. Hun Sen’s government 
sent civilian thugs -armed with metal 
bars, axes and batons— into Phnom Penh's 
Freedom Park to clear away supporters of 
the opposition CNRP, including monks, 
who had been camped out there for two 
weeks to demand an investigation of July's 
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challenge his rule would not be "spared." 

Mr. Hun Sen also said that if his CPP 
supporters did decide to come onto the 
street, they should turn out in force.

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U,S. President Barack Obama on 
Friday signed a spending bill that 
suspends some funding to Prime 
Minister Hun Sen's government until 
an independent investigation into last 
year's disputed national election is 
carried out, or until the opposition 
CNRP ends its boycott of parliament. 
The bill targets only a small portion 
of the U.S/ $8Q-million a year in aid 
to Cambodia that goes straight to the 
Cambodian government. Excluded 
from the suspension, however, is any- 
thing that falls under humanitarian 
aid, and human rights training for the

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International Brands Seek Probe Into Protest Killings

2014 

Thirty international union federations 
and global brands, including Wall Disney, 
Wal-Mart and Gap, wrote to Prime 
Minister Hun Sen on Friday expressing 
"grave concern" over the fatal shooting of 
five garment workers this month and calling 
for an immediate investigation into the 
killings, as well as a meeting with the premier. 

In a joint letter addressed directly to 
Mr. Hun Sen, they also urged the govern- 
ment to "respect the rights" of the 23 union 
leaders, garment workers and protesters arrested 
earlier this month during protests demanding 
a higher minimum wage in the country's 
garment sector* 

Several days of nationwide strikes 
by garment workers came to a violent end 
when military police shot into crowds of 
stone-throwing protesters outside a Phnom 
Penh factory on January 3, killing five and 
wounding more than 40. 

"The use of deadly force against 
protesting workers will not result in long-term 
industrial peace and jeopardizes Cambodia's 


position as a stable sourcing location for 
international brands," the unions and brands 
said in their letter to Mr. Hun Sen. 

The letter also backed a call from the 
U.N.'s human rights envoy to Cambodia, 
Surya Subedi, for a prompt investigation 
of the killings. 

"The investigation should ensure full 
accountability of any members of security 
forces found to have used disproportionate 
and excessive force and to take measures 
to prevent the repetition of such acts," 
they added. 

They also called on the government 
to respect freedom of association, which 
the Interior Ministry indefinitely suspended 
a day after the protest killings, and to 
immediately resume negotiations with the 
local unions and garment workers to settle 
their dispute. 

"The global garment industry is 
changing rapidly and industrial peace is 
required to rebuild our confidence in the 
Cambodian garment industry," the letter 
says. "We respectfully request that 
Samdech [Mr. Hun Sen] meet with senior

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CNRP Says EU Resolution a Strong Signal to Government 
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The CNRP will stay in close contact 
with European Union (E.U.) officials to 
ensure a resolution on Thursday, which 
calls for an investigation into July's 
national election and this month's slaying 
of five protesters, will be followed up 
with action, opposition lawmaker-elect 
Mu Sochua said Sunday. 

The European Parliament passed the 
resolution calling on Prime Minister Hun 
Sen's government to conduct an independ- 
ent and internationally-led investigation into 
last July's contested election and the 
killing of five garment factory protesters, 
and the wounding of more than 40 others, 
on January 3. 

"We have very strong support in the 
E.U. Parliament and we will stay in close 
contact to hold the international community, 
as a whole, accountable to its obligations," 
Ms. Sochua said. 

Cutting aid to Cambodia might be an 
option for the E.U., which is Cambodia's 
largest single aid donor, Ms. Sochua said. 


"We don't consider this government 
legitimate, and it is a question of legitimacy. 
Aid should not be channeled through a 
government that is not legitimate, and so 
efforts must be made to restore legitimacy 
to the government through re-election," 
she said. 

Ek Tha, spokesperson for the 
Council of Ministers' Press and Quick 
Reaction Unit, said that the CPP government 
hoped the E.U. would appreciate the gov- 
ernment's announcement to investigate 
the killings of protesters, and not consider 
cuts to aid. 

"On the incident of January 3, the 
government has an investigation team and 
an investigation will take place," Mr. Tha 
said. 

"Cambodians ask donors not to cut 
donor aid to Cambodia, because we need 
friendly nations to support us. The 
Cambodian people have gone through so 
much pain already for 30 years," he said. 

E.U* Ambassador Jean-Francois 
Cautain did not respond to requests for 
comment Sunday.

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representatives of the undersigned in the 
week of 3 February 2014 to discuss how 
we can help you achieve the above-men- 
tioned goals." 

Representatives for the prime minister 
could not be reached for comment Sunday, 
Friday's letter follows one sent by six 
trade associations-whose members account 
for 90 percent of the garments and footwear 
imported by Canada and the U.S.-on 
Wednesday. 

That letter called on not only Mr, Hun 
Sen, but also the unions behind the strikes 
and the Garment Manufacturers Association 
in Cambodia (GMAC), to cease all violence, 
return to the negotiating table and set up a 
permanent wage-review scheme as soon 
as possible. 

In a statement put out Sunday, the 
opposition CNRP, which has backed the 
$160 per month minimum wage demands 
of the unions behind the strikes, thanked 
the brands for speaking out. 

"Resolutions can only be found when 
workers and employers can negotiate in 
good faith, not in an environment that 
permits the use of violence, intimidation 
and a corrupt judicial system that punishes 
union leaders standing up for justice,” the 
CNRP said. 

And while the international unions 
and brands do not mention the $160 
monthly minimum wage the local unions 
are demanding, their letters will put pressure 
on the government and factories to agree, said 
Rong Chhun, president of the Cambodian 
Confederation of Unions, one of the groups 
behind the wage strikes. 

"We're optimistic that the letter from 
the buyers this time can force the employers 
to implement our demands because they 
[the brands] know that those businessmen 
can raise the wage to $160," he said. 

The unions are threatening to resume 
nationwide strikes if the government does 
not restart wage negotiations soon. 

Mr. Hun Sen put Deputy Prime 
Minister Keat Chhon in charge of a new 
committee to study the possibility of rais- 
ing the garment sector’s minimum wage 
above the $100 presently on offer on 
January 10, but no news of the committee has 
emerged since. 

The same day, Mr. Hun Sen put 
Interior Minister Sar Kheng in charge of a 
"study" of the clashes between protesters 
and police that ended in the fatal shootings. 
No news of that study has emerged, either. 

Addressing the labor disputes in a 
speech last week, howeveT, Mr. Hun Sen 
said the unions' demand for an immediate 
bump in the minimum wage to $160 was 
out of the question. The government and 
factories argue that immediately doubling 
the minimum wage would send many of 
the brands now buying from Cambodian 
factories in search of cheaper labor costs 
elsewhere. 

GMAC secretary-general Ken Loo 
said Sunday that Friday's letter from the 


international unions and brands was 
essentially in line with those of local factories. 

"We have always condemned the use 
of violence in any industrial dispute... so 
there's no contradiction there," he said. 

Mr. Loo also welcomed their call for 


of damaging property during the protests, 
an apparent reference to some of the protesters. 

"So this is a letter that at least tries to 
be more fair," he said. 

As for their request that the right to 
freedom of association be respected, citing 
the International Labor Organization’s 
(ILO) Convention 87, Mr, Loo said the 
strikers had forgone that right by turning 


violent. 

"Clearly the strike and demonstra- 
tion was not peaceful . . .so clearly the ILO 
Convention of 87 cannot apply," he said. 

In their Friday letter, the unions and 
brands also say that a trade union law for 
Cambodia was long overdue. Mr, Loo 
said GMAC has been calling for just such 
a law for years.

Regiment from 1862 until the 
end of the war in 1865. As a 
member of the 33rd Regiment, he 
fought in many famous battles 
including Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, 
Chattanooga, Atlanta, and Sherman’s 
March to the Sea. 

After the war, Dudley opened 
his store, first selling candy but 
then adding ice cream, baked 
goods and other things. His 
Merrimack Street store filled five 
floors of the building. According 
to an advertisement in the 1932 
Lowell City Directory, the D. L. 
Page Co. offered ice cream, candy, a 
bakery, a restaurant, a tea room, a 
soda fountain, catering and a deli- 
catessen. The ad featured a drawing 
of the clock with the saying “At 
the Clock in the Sq.” This refers 
Kearney Square, 

which is the intersection of 
Merrimack, Bridge and Prescott 
Streets in downtown Lowell. 

According to the 1 940 census, 
Dudley Page was 96 years old that 
year and lived at 429 Andover 
Street with his 70 year old wife, 
Ella, and his 39 year old chauffer 
(driver) whose name was Clarence 
Kochersperger. For “occupation”, 
the census listed Dudley as “president 
of food company.” Dudley con- 


tinued working at his candy business 
until his death on November 20, 
1942 at age 98. The D. L. Page 
Company continued in operation 
until 1947 when it closed. 

"Dudley Page may be gone. 
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but his memory remains with us 
because of the beautiful clock he 
placed on the sidewalk of Merrimack 
Street. The clock, made by the Seth 
Thomas Company of Thomaston, 
Connecticut (which also manufactured 
the clock atop Lowell City Hall) was 
refurbished in the 1990s but had 
again stopped working. Efforts are 
now underway to repair the clock 
so that it will always show the correct 
time while standing as a landmark 
for Lowell residents and as a 
memorial to Dudley Page. "

The European Parliament's strongly- 
worded resolution stands in contrast to 
earlier E.U. appraisals on human rights and 
fair elections in Cambodia. 

Ahead of July’s election, a draft memo 
written by E.U. experts dismissed several 
audits of Cambodia's voter list that said up 
to 1 million voters could be disenfranchised 
during the election. 

The independent analysis figure of 1 
million could be attributed to an "unavoidable 
margin of error," the E.U. experts said. 
Several rights groups and election monitors 
met the E.U. memo with surprise. 

In October 2012, a resolution was 
passed calling on the European Commission 
to investigate forced evictions on Cambodian 
sugar plantations receiving preferential 
access to the E.U., and for the suspension 
of those benefits "where human rights 
abuses are identified.” 

In March last year, however, the E.U.'$ 
trade commissioners, as well as E.U. foreign 
policy chief Catherine Ashton, signed a letter 
saying that the E.U. had no plans to carry 
out any investigation in Cambodia. 

Human rights groups have long 
accused sugar plantations exporting produce 
to the E.U. of engaging in land grabbing 
from the rural poor, and have criticized the 


E.U, for not investigating the alleged abuse. 

The Coca-Cola Company said in 
November that land grabs by sugar plantations 
were "unacceptable" and that it would 
start investigating companies its sources 
sugar from, including firms with plantations 
in Cambodia, and put an end to its business 
with any found to be involved in land- 
grabbing or human rights abuses. 

Opposition leader Sam Raimy said 
Sunday that the resolution was a strong 
signal to both the European Commission 
and the Cambodian government. 

"The resolution is just a statement but 
it could affect the European Commission," 
Mr. Rainsy said. 

"They [the European Parliament] are 
asking the European Commission to 
implement the cooperation agreement 
between Cambodia and the E.U., and one 
provision of that is the respect for human 
rights. This will increase the pressure on 
the European Commission," he said. 

Commenting on the demand for an 
investigation into the shooting dead of 
five stone-throwers by his forces on 
January 3, National military police 
spokesman Kheng Tito said that the E.U. 
should be satisfied by the announcement 
of a local investigation into the killings.

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Council discusses City 
Manager Search

One week after the surprising 
announcement that Bernie Lynch 
would be resigning from the office of 
city manager, the Lowell City Council 
got to work on picking his successor. 
On Tuesday January 14th, the city 
council convened the first of two 
(thus far) special meetings to discuss 
the hiring process for selecting a new 
city manager. The council also dis- 
cussed the hiring process for a new 
city auditor to replace the retiring 
Sheryl Wright as well 

Among the topics of discussion 
during the special meetings were the 
new manager's job description and 
salary range, examining parameters in 
similar cities such as Worcester. The 
council also tackled the important 
question of whether the new manager 
would be offered a contract or not. 
The contract question was a major 
issue during the 2013 election, with 


Lynch's current contract set to expire 
this year. Ultimately, they decided to 
neither commit to nor rule out the 
option. Councilors also discussed where 
the job would be posted and adver- 
tised, several local and regional newspapers 
were mentioned during the proceedings 
including KhmerPostUSA. 

At the conclusion of the second 
special meeting on January 21st, the 
city council decided to post the city 
manager's position with an application 
deadline of February 28th. The current 
manager's salary will be listed and 
terms of the new agreement will be 
listed as negotiable. Councilors will 
not see the resumes of applicants until 
the posting deadline has passed. 

The council was not able to come 
to an agreement with Lynch to stay on 
as city manager throughout the budg- 
et process, Lynch's last day will be 
on March 11th,

Sen said, adding that the CNRP should end 
their boycott of the National Assembly, 
which has lasted for nearly four months, in 
order to resolve the post-election deadlock. 

"It has been so long, it should be 
enough," Mr, Hun Sen said of the opposition 
boycott of parliament and concurrent 
demonstrations, 

"Either you enter the National Assembly 
or it's not your bus mess," he said, in what 
appeared to be a veiled threat that the oppo- 


sition could lose its 55 seats in parliament, 
which Mr. Hun Sen has long threatened. 

"Solving the problem must be done in 
the National Assembly. It can't be done on 
the sidewalks," Mr. Hun Sen added. 

CNRP spokesman Yim Sovann said 
his party had only ever held peaceful 
protests. 

"What we have done so far is peaceful 
demonstrations to demand a peaceful solu- 
tion to the political deadlock," Mr, Sovann 
said, "It is not a coup d'etat, it is the free- 
dom of expression, it is the way to open the 
way for a re-election," 

CNRP Vice President Kem Sokha said 
that the party would not be cowed by Mr. 
Hun Sen's intimidation, and peaceful 
protests would continue if his ruling party 
did not agree to hold a re-vote. And without 
concessions from the CPP, CNRP lawmak- 
ers would not legitimize Mr. Hun Sens 
government by taking their seats in the 
National Assembly, he added, 

"In the country, we are waiting for a 
political solution/ 1 he said. "If it can't be 
resolved and the CPP doesn't agree to 
organize a re-election and launch an inves- 
tigation into election irregularities, we will 
continue to hold demonstrations."
